EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 



An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

In claim 1 line 5 - - resistor delay - - has been added after the term "first". 
In claim 1 line 5 - - coupled to the controllable switch - - has been added after 
the term "means". 

In claim 1 line 7 - - resistor delay - - has been added after the term "second". 
In claim 1 line 7 - - coupled to the controllable switch - - has been added after 
the term "means". 

In claim 13 line 4 - - via a first resistor delay element - - has been added after the 
term "current". 

In claim 13 line 6 - - via a second resistor delay element - - has been added after 
the term "current". 
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In claim 13 line 8 - - wherein the enabling and disabling of current between the 
first and second node is provided via a controllable switch - - has been added after the 
term "time". 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, filed 10/3/08 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The previous rejection has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: Ngo teaches a device and method for protecting a circuit against a polarity 
reversal of a connection to a power supply, the device comprising: a controllable switch 
(items N1 or N40) interposed on said connection between a first terminal (see first 
ground "-" terminal exiting supply) of a first voltage of said power supply and a first 
terminal of said circuit (see first terminal of pluggable system); and first means (see for 
example UVLO connection of controller item 44) for turning-off the switch with a turn-off 
delay (formed with items R41 and R42) in the presence of a under voltage; and second 
means (items Z1-Z3) for turning on the switch with a turn-on delay, when the polarity is 
normal (power is good). Menniti (col. 2 lines 10-35) teaches a under voltage detection 
circuit where the under voltage is a negative polarity voltage level and triggering a turn- 
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off response. Menniti further teaches the triggering is controlled by the connection of 
one or more circuit elements (Z2, see col. 5 line 1 ) in order to allow the setting of the 
triggering circuit. The cited prior art fails to further teach further limitation of turning on 
the switch with a turn-on delay shorter than the turn-off delay, when the polarity returns 
to normal. At least this further limitation is not taught or rendered obvious by the prior art 
of record.
